the cou ntry as two attempts at steal­ 
ing hav e been made recently , one of 
them early y esterday morning and the 
other the night before. The attempts 
were in su ch close prox imity that it 
is highly probable that the same men 
were the offenders in both instances. 
Early 
y esterday 
morning robbers 
were frightened away from the J. W. 
Dav is farm a few miles sou theast of 
the city with gu n 
shots 
after the 
thiev es had two 
horses 
and were 
leading them away . 
A robbery was 
attempted at the 
Casper 
Johnson 
farm, abou t two miles west of the 
city the night before, only ju st a few 
hou rs prev iou s to the one on the Dav ­ 
is farm. 
They were discov ered at 
the Johnson farm in the barn before 
they had a chance to make away with 
any of the horses. 
Mr. Dav is arose early y esterday 
morning, as he intended to driv e to 
Greensbu rg and attend the fair. 
He 
heard a distu rbance at the bani while 
be wa.-, dressing and, going ou t to in­ 
v estigate, fou nd two strangers lead­ 
ing two of his best driv ing horses 
away . He ran back to the hou se and, 
procu ring his gu n, opened fire on the 
men. 
The two robbers produ ced re­ 
v olv ers and a fu sillade of shots fol­ 
lowed. Dav is continu ed to pou r v ol­ 
ley after v olley into the men and they 
ran, leading the horses after them 
and tu rning occasionally to make a 
wild shot at their pu rsu er. The ru n­ 
ning fight continu ed for sev eral min­ 
u tes with Mr. Dav is a shade the best 
of the argu ment for he had his ene­ 
mies on the ru n. 
The pu rsu ed men finally gav e u p 
the fight and abandoned the horses. 
They pu t u p their rev olv ers and took 
to the w'oods. 
They dodged into a 
cora field and in that manner escap­ 
ed. 
Dav is, who was close on their 
heels, did not giv e u p the chase u ntil 
he was certain that he cou ld not pos­ 
sibly catch the two men. He retu rn­ 
ed and took his two horses back to 
the barn. 
Gasper Johnson was 
away from 
his home at the time that robbers a t­ 
tempted to steal his horses. 
It is 
su pposed that they were after horse­ 
flesh, as the hired hand, Ralph Kirk­ 
patrick, was attracted by a noise at 
the barn. Kirkpatrick opened fire on 
the robbers with a rifle and they all 
fled. 
One of the party awaited the 
others in a rig at the front of the 
hou se, bu t he, too, was 
frightened 
away when he heard the shots. Af­ 
ter it was thou ght that all of the night 
marau ders had been pu t to flight an­ 
other man was seen to start to leav e 
the bam. He withdrew hastily when 
he fou nd that he was discov ered and 
remained in the bara abou t an hou r. 
lie was later seen leav ing the barn, 
when y ou ng Kirkpatrick fired three 
shots at the fleeing figu re. 
It is not 
thou ght that he hit any of the rob­ 
bers.

It seems that a herd of cattle, pu r­ 
chased by Frank Koppes of Nappa­ 
nee, Ind., from Bert Reev e of nea r 
Arlington, are loath to 
leav e their 
nativ e sod, Ru sh cou nty , where they 
were born and raised. They are no w 
making their way toward home after 
hav ing been brou ght to the Big Fo ur 
station here to be loaded. The 
ca ttle 
driv ers had the herd almost into the 
stock pens at the Big Fou r when the 
cattle stampeded 
and broke 
away . 
They hav e been loose since Tu esday 
ev ening and hav e dev astated in tha t 
time abou t all of the cora fields in 
that v icinity . 
The cattle broke into a corn field 
belonging to J. C Clore near the rail­ 
way station and practically ru ined 
the large field of 
six ty -fiv e 
acres. 
They hav e been cru nching the corn 
since Tu esday night and hav e pu t 
away a nu mber of bu shels in that 
manner. Bu t the greatest loss to Mr. 
Clore comes from the cattle breaking 
the corn down. 
Whenev er the driv ­ 
ers wou ld attempt to ran the cattle 
ou t of the field they stampeded and 
tore the y ou ng and tender corn to 
shreds. 
Whenev er a stalk of 
corn 
was broken off, it was ru ined as it 
will not grow again and is not now 
far enou gh dev eloped to ev er be any 
good for 
feeding 
pu rposes. 
Mr. 
Clore does not feel that he can esti­ 
mate his loss accu rately , althou gh it 
will ru n u p into the dollars as the 
com wou ld hav e been v ery v alu able 
when it had dev eloped. 
The cattle herders 
worked long 
and hard to get the stampeding bo­ 
v ines ou t of the corn, bu t all to no 
av ail. 
When they escaped into the 
corn field, an attempt was made to 
get them ou t, bu t that was impossi­ 
ble on accou nt of the darkness. The 
sev enteen head were allowed to re­ 
main in the Clore coni field all night 
and mu nch down the 
tender corn 
stalks and ears. 
It is feared that 
some of the cattle may die as the re­ 
su lt of eating so mu ch of the green 
stu ff. 
The herd is v alu ed at abou t 
one thou sand dollars. 
Wednesday 
morning the 
men in 
charge of the herd, assisted by Mr. 
Clore, renewed their efforts to locate 
the cattle and were su ccessfu l iii a 
measu re. A few of them were driv en 
ou t of the field after their all night’s 
feed: Yesterday morning abou t ten 
of them still remained and refu sed to 
be cau ght or driv en ou t. 
Some time 
du ring the day y esterday fou r more 
of them were captu red and the re­ 
maining six broke into another field. 
They tore that field u p considerably 
and 
finally 
broke ov er 
into the 
marshes in the bottom land along the 
riv er. The six are still fu gitiv es from 
ju stice and it was reported this morn­ 
ing 
that they 
were near 
the Will 
Brow’n farm, west of the city , slowly 
making their way back to their na­ 
tiv e heath.

Both 
Jatrms and John and their m other were 
as truly i.iind as the blind men by the 
w ay side, tlx » ugh ne t in the sam e m eas­ 
ure or in the sam e way . 
The men by 
the w ay side were blird to things tem ­ 
poral. the others in a g" * it m easure to 
things eternal. 
Again for the third or 
fourth tim e Jesus, on His way b* Je­ 
rusalem for the last time, predicts IT:s 
death and resurrection, ev ents which 
w ere ev er before Him, for H e w as set 
■apart for this before the foundation of 
the world (I Pet. i, 20). 
Both in the 
law. the prophets and the psalm s it 
was m any tim es predicted and ty pified 
of H im from the tim e w hen H e H im ­ 
self prov ided redem ption clothing for 
Adam and Ev e by the shedding of 
blood (Gen. iii, 21). And afte r H is resur­ 
rection H e specially opened these v ery 
Scriptures to Ilis disciples (Luke x x iv , 
25-27. 44-4S). But until the Spirit cam e 
a t Pentecost to dw ell in them they did 
not seem able to receiv e the teachirig. 
It is one thing to hav e the Lord Jesus 
C hrist as our teacher, and “W ho teach- 
eth like H im ?’’ (Job x x x v i, 22), but it 
is necessary to hav e H is Holy Spirit 
in us in order th a t the truth may grasp 
us in pow er and be liv ed out in us. 
W e m ust rem em ber th a t the sufferings 
precede the glory , but if we suffer 
w ith Him we shall be glorified togeth­ 
er. 
The greater p art of this lesson is 
found in M atthew and M ark, but the 
first portion, which we are now con­ 
sidering, is found in Luke also. 
The 
accouut by M ark is the most full, and 
he tells us th a t the disciples were 
am azed and afraid. W e also will often 
be am azed and afraid at m any things 
unless filled w ith and taught by tlie 
Spirit. 
Luke say s they 
understood 
none of these things (Luke x v lii, 24). 
T he req uest of Jam es and John, ei­ 
ther directly or through their m other, 
or both, th at they m ight sit on His 
right and left hand in His kingdom 
led to Ilis q uestion. “Are y e able to 
drink of the cup and be baptized with 
the baptism ?” 
“Yes,” they said, “we 
are able.” 
Poor hum anity ! How little 
we understand it! 
Things heav enly 
are so fa r bey ond us, and things ea rth ­ 
ly are too much for us. and as to our 
own hearts they are deceitful and des­ 
perately wicked. 
But lie who knows 
us thoroughly lov es us in spite of all 
our w eakness and w ickedness and is 
able and willing to make new crea­ 
tures of us if we will but let Him. 
Again He teaches that hum ility is true 
greatness and th at ev en He. “the Son 
of Mau, cam e not to he m inistered 
unto, but to m inister, and to giv e His 
life a ransom for many ” (v erse 28). 
It 
ia written in Psalm x lix , 6, 7, “They 
that trust iu their wealth aud boast 
them selv es iu the multitude of their 
riche« —none 
of 
them 
can 
by 
any 
means redeem his brother, nor giv e to 
God a ransom for him .” 
But it is also 
written in Job x x x iii, 24. “ Deliv er him 
from goiug down to the pit: I hav e 
found a ransom ." And again in I Tim. 
ii, 5, 0, "The man C hrist Jesus gav e 
H im self a ransom for all, to be testi­ 
fied in due tim e." 
His great atone­ 
ment Is sufficient for the whole world, 
but it becomes efficient only for those 
who truly receiv e Him. 
It is only He 
th a t hath the Son who hath life. 
In order that He might become a 
ransom for our sins He hum bled H im ­ 
self from heav en, from the glory which 
H e had w ith the F ath er before the 
w orld w as, to Bethlehem and Naza­ 
reth and G ethsem aue and Calv ary . He 
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who had no sin a nd knew no sib bum­ 
bled H im self to bear our sins and suf­ 
fer for them in onr stead. 
He was 
made sin for us that w e might be 
made the righteousness of God In Him 
(II Cor. v , 21). 
We can write It, read 
It, talk about It, but we cannot com­ 
prehend it. 
He does not ask us to, 
but He does ask us so to believ e it 
that we sha ll In gratitude to Him liv e 
a life of ministry unto Him in what­ 
ev er way He may appoint—not think­ 
ing a ny thing of ourselv es or seeking 
any thing for ourselv es, but liv ing just 
to show 
Him to others by a life of 
lov ing ministry . 
According to M atthew H e healed 
tw o blind men as H e departed from 
Jericho, and M ark giv es the nam e of 
one as B artim aeus. M atthew ’s tw o in­ 
cluded M ark’s one. so there is no dis­ 
crepancy in these accounts. Luke say s 
in chapter x v lii, 35-43, th a t He healed a 
blind man as lie entered Jericho and 
then adds In x ix , 1, th at H e entered 
and passed through Jericho, v isiting 
the home of Zaceheus as He passed 
through. 
It seem s plain, then, th a t He 
healed three blind men. one as H e en­ 
tered Jericho and tw o as H e left it, 
going on tow ard Jerusalem . 
T here is 
nothing here to reconcile, but just 
room for sim ple faith and gratitude 
th at three instead of one w ere so bless 
ed and th at Zaceheus w as sav ed as He 
passed through. 
Considering the rec­ 
ord by M atthew , note the cry of these 
men which could not be stopped as 
they heard th a t their opportunity had 
come. They had heard of Him and of 
H is m arv elous pow er ov er disease and 
death and doubtless had longed to 
come to Him , but how could they 
Bearch Him out—tw o poor, blind beg­ 
gars. 
Now H e is actually passing 
along the road close by them .

It is a word that needs to hav e the 
changes w rung upon it day by day in 
the age iu which we liv e. Selfishness 
has too large a part iu our liv es today . 
Duty is cast aside, and in the indus­ 
trial, 
financial, 
social 
aud 
political 
world am bition lias usurped its place. 
High places are sought uot to i>erform 
duties th at will benefit society or the 
state, but th at jicrsoual am bitions may 
lie reached. Iu religion lov e occupies 
the suprem e place. “W e lov e Him be­ 
cause H e first lov ed us." 
Ev en the 
perform ance of duty 
is 
placed 
by 
C hrist upon lov e. "Ye are inv friends 
if y e do w hatsoev er 1 com m and y ou. 
Obedience, the perform ance of duty , 
are m ade the test of friendship or of 
lov e. M oreov er. Solomon afte r rev iew ­ 
ing the "best good of m au" comes to 
this conv ictiou: “ Let us hear the con­ 
clusion of the whole m atter. F ear God 
and keep H is com m andm ents. This is 
the whole duty of m au.” 
Moreov er. 
C hrist declares in the New Testam ent. 
“Not ev ery one th a t say eth unto Me. 
Lord, Lord, shall inherit the kfugdom, 
but he th at doeth the will of my F a­ 
ther in H eav en.” Duty , therefore, is a 
great world, and it is well to repeat 
th at it should hav e a large place in 
ev ery hum an life. As the poet has said: 
W here duty calls or da nger, 
lie nev er wanting 
there. 
The perform ance of duty is uot al­ 
w ay s easy . Sometim es and usually it 
i is hard to do. Difficulties ev er seem to 
stare us iu the face when an im por­ 
ta nt duty is th rust upon us. The man 
w ho in tim e of w ar does his duty foe 
his country finds it no easy task to do 
so. The facing of shot and shell is no 
sum m er v acation. It dem ands brav ery 
and courage aud strength. To perform 
our religious duties is no less hard a t 
tim es. To some it is easier to face a 
cannon than to cpnfess C hrist before 
men or to lead in public pray er or to 
speak a wrord for Jesus, especially 
w heu 
others 
are 
speaking 
against 
H im . As Joshua succeeded Moses and 
w as about to undertake the difficult 
duty of conq uering the land of Ca­ 
naan God em phasized to him th a t he 
should “be strong aud v ery coura­ 
geous.” Moreover, lie told him th a t H e 
(the Lord) would be with him (Joshua) 
as H e had been w ith Moses. W hen Paul 
left Tim othy as pastor of the church at 
Ephesus he knew th at in the perform ­ 
ance of his duties he urged him to “be 
strong in the grace th at is in C hrist 
Jesus.” 
Again he adds, “ E ndure h ard ­ 
ness as a good soldier of Jesus C hrist." 
The soldier who in the day of d an­ 
ger shirks his duty well deserv es to be 
called a eow'ard. So may he be called 
who as a soldier of Christ fa ils when 
duty spells danger. Are difficulties to 
keep us from the performance of our 
duties? If so then we are not true dis­ 
ciples of Christ. The grea tei the diffi­ 
culties the greater should be our trust 
in God and our determination to do 
w ha t H e wills us to do. 
M ust I be ca rried to th e skiea 
On flow ery beds of ea se 
W hile oth ers fight to w in th e prize 
And sa il through bloody sea s? 
I 
Sure, I m u st fight if I w ould reign. 
In crea se m y coura ge. Lord.

SHOCKING PARENTALBBUTALITY 


Ev idence cf So Ho rrible a Character 
Was Intro duced That the Venerable 
J udg e cf the J uv enile Co urt, With 
Tears Ro lling Do wn His Cheeks, Si­ 
lenced the Witnesses and Impo sed 
Law’s Fullest Penalty o n Parents. 


Indianap olis. Aug. 19 .— ‘This is hor­ 
rible, and I don’t care to hear any 
m ore of the testim ony ,” said Judge 
Stubbs in the juv enile court, as the 
tears p oured down his cheeks, “and 
any woman who would beat a little 
eighteen-months-old baby in the condi­ 
tion I hav e seen it in today must hav e 
a heart of stone. I will hav e to inflict 
the sev erest p unishm ent known under 
the law for the neglect of this baby , 
and both of y ou are to serv e 18 0 day s 
in p rison and p ay a fine of $ 500.” 
These words ended one of the most 
p athetic cases ev er tried in the juv e­ 
nile court, and before the trial had 
p rogressed v ery far nearly ev ery one 
in the courtroom was in tears. 
Charged with brutally beating an 
eighteen-months-old 
baby 
until the 
little one was unable to stand and 
cried p itifully when it was touched any 
p lace on its sore body , Matthew and 
Marie Jones, 29 20 East Twenty -six th 
street, receiv ed this sentence in the 
court 
Mrs. Marie Jones is the step m other 
of the child. 
She m arried Matthew 
J o nes last June, when they went to 
Kentucky to get m arried, and left the 
baby in the care of a neighbor. 
At 
this time Mrs. Jones told the neighbor 
that she did not want to be bothered 
with the child and unless Mr. Jones 
g o t rid of it she would refuse to liv e 
with him. 
According to the mother 
the father beat the baby one night to 
make it go to sleep and the nex t morn­ 
ing when she showed him the marks 
he had made, he said he wa3 sorry 
and that he would nev er do it again. 
On sev eral occasions Mrs. Jones 
would leav e the b ab y alone in the 
house and be away from home nearly 
all day . The testimony of a little girl 
thirteen y ears old who iiv es nex t to 
where the Jones family liv ed, touched 
the hearts of the courtroom full of of­ 
ficers and v isitors, and had most of 
them sobbing when the court said that 
he had heard enough. 
She testified 
that on sev eral occasions when she 
was in her back y ard she would see 
Mrs. Jones p ick up a y ardstick and 
strike the baby fiv e or six times across 
its little body and face. 
At other 
times, Mrs. Jones would seize the 
child by the hair and giv e it sev eral 
blows in the face with her hand. 
One neighbor testified that one day 
when she was v isiting Mrs. Jones the 
baby started to cry , and that Mrs. 
Jones took a razor strop and started 
to beat the child with it. 
W hen the 
neighbor asked Mrs. Jones is,she was 
in the habit of beating the child with 
the strop , she rep lied that she would 
beat it until she wore it out unless it 
stop p ed cry ing. 
On another occasion 
Mrs. Jones took the baby , and, be­ 
cause it would not stand up . she seized 
it by the arms and knocked it down 
up on the floor fiv e times. 
It did not take Judge Stubbs long 
after sev eral witnesses had giv en their 
testimony to decide that both of the 
p arents were guilty of neglecting the 
baby , and with a wav e of his hand, he 
ordered them to be locked up without 
giv ing them a chance to testify in 
their own behalf. The baby was giv en 
into the hands of one of the neighbors 
until p rop er disp osition can be made 
of it.

Congress­ 
man Cox, Naval Officers Frederick H.

R epresentative W. M. 
Calder, that there had been big doings 
on the Hill. 
Mr. Loeb said goodby a 
good many times before he stepped 
into a m otor car that 
carried the 
whole crowd back to New York. 
He 
whispered and looked worried.

Mr. Roosevelt is in an odd position. 
He is not anxiou s to bu ck the adm in­ 
istration, becau se he wants to wait u n­ 
til later on, when the national situ a­ 
tion will loom u p so mu ch greater than 
the New York situ ation is now.

“Oh, hell, I decline to answ er any 
statem ent which Mr. Nicholas Long- 
worth may or may not have made u n­ 
til I see it. I do not answ er any state­ 
m ents I believe to be fakes that mis­ 
chievou s parties may make. 
It is 
enou gh for me to answ er the presi­ 
dent of the United States if he has any 
statem ent to make tou ching u pon the 
Repu blicanism of the speaker of the 
hou se of 
representatives 
when 
he 
m akes that statem ent u nder his own 
hand. 
I will not fight windmills filled 
by breezes blown from lu ngs of politi­ 
cal or personal enemies or cowards.” 
Later, when the complete 
Long- 
worth statem ent was su bmitted, Mr. 
Cannon called L. W hite Bu sby, his pri­ 
vate secretary, and for the next hou r 
they went over the m atter.
